Narrative:  
 
On the above date and time, the Ventura Police Department Communications Center received a call of a 
robbery at a residence in the 6900 block of Gull Court.  Upon arrival, officers learned that the resident and 
four friends were in the garage of the residence when a subject, later identified as Andrew Cornish, entered 
the partially open garage door, pointed a handgun at them, and demanded money and property.  The 
victims gave Cornish serval items and he left.   
 
A short time later, a single-vehicle traffic collision was reported in the area of Thille Street and Johnson 
Drive.  Responding officers noticed the driver, Andrew Cornish, matched the description of the robbery 
suspect from earlier.  Cornish was identified as the robbery suspect and was found to be in possession of 
several items stolen during the robbery.  Cornish was arrested and booked at the Ventura County Jail for 
Home Invasion Robbery and Driving Under the Influence of Drugs.
